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Nader calls for Canadian 
involvement in consumerism

Boyer resigns as 
ANEQ observer

Dissatisfaction with the As- 
sociation des Etudiants du 
Qudbec (ANEQ) reached a new 
level at McGlll this week with 
the "unofficial" resignation of 
McGlll representative Daniel 
Boyer. 

Boyer told the Daily he was 
resigning because "I am not 
happy with ANEQ's policies, 
growing bureaucracy, and the 
formation of an English-speak- 
ing caucus." 

Boyer cited ANEQ's' reluc- 
tance to join the mass fare- 
boost protest two weeks ago as 
an example of elitist student 
action. ANEQ finally joined the 
march after much pressure from 
UQAM and some CEGEP stud- 
ents. 



Boyer has not yet submitted a 
letter of resignation, however, 
and External V-P Kyriakos Mat- 
ziorinls hopes he will reconsi- 
der. 

"I hope Boyer will stay on," he 
said, "and issue a critical 
statement. That would be more 
constructive." 

Matziorinis said that the 
Students' Society "does not 
agree" with recent develop- 
ments In ANEQ. He will meet 
with Boyer and Eddie. Hlllel, 
McGill's other representative, 
Monday to "come up with a 
policy against ANEQ elitism." 

Boyer and Hillel are not 
allowed to vote at ANEQ assem- 
blies, as McGill opted out of full 
membership in the organization 
last year.

Ralph Nader challenged 
McGlll students to "stop sitting 
around and do something" 
when he spoke here last night. 

Nader's primary address was 
on multinational corporations 
and their impact, especially on 
people of the Third World. He 
charged the corporations with 
"criminal irresponsibility" in 
dealings with poorer nations. 

When students' questions 
moved the discussion to Can- 
ada, Nader, said he hoped and 
had been hoping "for years" for 
some sustained student action. 
"It would be wrong to import 
American student investigat- 
ors," he said. 

He said that students In 
several American states had 
formed "Public Interest Re- 
search Groups" which have 
recently become Important ci- 
vic action groups, with "a lot of 
Influence." • 

"Nothing is going to change 
in our society" he said "unless 
some effort at civic action 
begins. What we need is full- 
time citizens." 

"Apathy is what allows cor- 
porations to rule," he added 
"after all , they work at it and we 
don't." 

Nader was almost stumbling 
overhimself reciting various 
abuses of multinational cor- 
porations in the Third World. 

Nader said that the most 
critical economic problem in 
the world today was Third 
World development— "One bil- 
lion people are starving or 
grotesquely undernourished," 
he said, "and the multination- 
al exporting Cornflakes and 



Coca-Cola." 

Noting that what the multi- 
nationals were looking for was 
profit and expansion, and not 
the ultimate good of the 
people, he called for criteria for 
evaluation that would take into 
account multinational corpora- 
tions' impact on environment, 
on poverty, and on the welfare 
of future generations. 

The export of nuclear power 
plants was an example of this 
attitude, according to Nader. 
"Knowing what they do about 
the problems of safety in the 
U.S., where the control of 
nuclear waste and adequate 
safeguards against earth- 
quakes and sabotage do not 
exist, It Is absolutely Irrespon- 
sible to foist these problems 
off onto countries that are even 
less prepared to deal with 
them." 

It is not true that Third World 
countries benefit from western 
technology, Nader said, citing 
the nuclear power plants as 
examples. He said that heavily 
capital-intensive industry in the 
American and western Euro- 
pean pattern ignores chronic 
problems of Third World under- 
employment. 

"What we need is not mass 
production, but production for 
the masses," he said, adding 
that economic decisions have 
to be made on a new, compas- 
sionate, basis, using "interme- 
diate" technology. 

What this means, according 
to Nader is "The Third World 
cannot develop without isola- 
ting itself from multinationals. 
The U.S. was Isolated from 
19th century British multi- 



nationals, as were Japan and 
Sweden. The Americans would 
only accept foreign loans and 
the Japanese practically built a 
steel wall to keep foreigners 
out." 

Because of the world's ser- 
ious starvation problem, multi- 
nationals' Interventions in agri- 
culture were especially shock- 
ing, Nader said. Among these 
abuses, he cited Ralston- 
Purina's adventure in Colombia 
chicken farming, where peas- 
ant agricultural land was ex- 
propriated to grow feed for 
chickens to feed the upper 
classes, and Gulf-Western 
pressure in the Dominican Re- 
public to force peasants into 
farming sugar rather than food 
crops. 

The solution to these prob- 
lems is simple, according to 
Nader; "Multinationals should 
be displaced, not only from 1 ' 
direct involvement in the Third 
World, but from licencing 
agreements, technical assist- 
ance programs, and loans. 

"They should "be replaced by 
producers and consumers' co- 
operatives," he said. He added 
that these co-operatives would 
not be socialist because they 
would not be owned by the 
state. 

"What we should ask our- 
selves," he said in conclusion, 
"is not whether the multi- 
nationals are ethical, but if they 
are criminal— do they break the 
basic laws of countries; also, if 
they affect negatively the lives 
of the mass of people, and if 
their policies will affect future 
generations." Nader left no 
doubt as to the answers. 



2000 U de M students protest court injunction

Over 2000 Université de Mont- 
real students massed together 
at Parc Laurier yesterday to 
demonstratoagainst the injunc- 
tion laid down by the Univer- 
sity's administration. 

The social science students 
wore joined by those from the 
engineering, mathematics, and 
law faculties, who came out on 
strike today. Students from 
Université' du Quebec a Mont- 
real and from the Université' de 
Trois Rivières also came out in 
solidarity with the U. de M. 
students. 

Since the passage of the 
injunction against the U de M 
students on Monday, the strug- 



gle has escalated from one over 
particular curriculum changes, 
to a fight for basic student 
rights. 

The students voted on Tues- 
day to suspend the picket lines 
and the occupation of the arts 
and science building, but to 
continue boycotting classes. 
The students have been on 
strike since mid-October In 
support of the sociology stud- 
ents' struggle to have their pilot 
project accepted by the admin- 
istration. The students also 
asked the professors of various 
departments to refuse to give 
classes until the Injunction is 
lifted. 

At Monday's meeting of the 



administrative body of the Univ- 
ersity, composed of de'ans, 
vice-deans, and staff représent- 
atives of the various depart- 
ments, a denunciation of the 
injunction was proclaimed by a 
vote of 16-14. This effectively 
places the blame for the conti- 
nued conflict on the rector, and 

sets a precedent in terms of the 
administration denying support 
to its ultimate head. 

The rector of the University 
addressed a luncheon of the 
Chamber of Commerce at the 
Sheraton-Mt. Royal Hotel on 
Tuesday. Five hundred social 
science students demonstrated 
outside the hotel, to demand a 
confrontation with the rector, 



and to bring their struggle to the 
attention of the public. 

The sociology students were 
granted the $6,000 needed to 
implement their pilot project of 
"extended, relevant studies", if 
they agreed toall the conditions 
sot down by the Dean of Arts 
and Sciences, particularly on 
the question of accessibility. 
The Dean insists that the 
programme be restricted to 3rd 
year students, and to 6 to 9 
credits in second year, whereas 
the sociology students want it 
to be available to all. The 
Negotiating Committee of the 
sociology students will decide 
today on the acceptance of the 
Dean's offer. The demonstra- 



tion yesterday represented one 
last attempt at pressuring the 
administration to accede to 
their demands' 

The Co-ordinating Commit- 
tee of the social science stud- 
ents has been transformed into 
a permanent body, composed of 
two members from each depart- 
ment. After the sociology conf- 
lict is resolved, the committee 
will negotiate with the admini- 
stration about changes in curri- 
culum, and basic restructuring 
of the social science depart- 
ment. The committee wants a 
substantial decentralization of 
power: each department should 
be autonomous with respect to 
pedagogical and administrative 
decisions.

assertion (in the same class as 
"War is Peace"...) the words of 
Beate Klarsfeld are adequate: 
"Anti-Zionism today is the 
main branch of that same 
sturdy old tree, anti-Semitism. 
For centuries the cry against 
Jewish people during pograms 
was, 'Go back to your own 
country.' But at that time they 
didn't have a country. .So one 
day the Jews started on the 
road to the Land of Israel and 
they rebuilt the Jewish home- 
land. 

Later, when the Nazis under- 
took the systematic destruction 
of the Jewish people, with 
many active collaborators in 
most of the European nations, 
they forbade the Jews to return 
to their country, Palestine, 
where their brothers awaited 
them. Then we saw ships, 
overladen with Jews forced 
back from Palestine, go down 
at sea and go down, too, into 



the bored Indifference of the 
belligerents. This must not 
happen again. 

And yet today, when the 
Jewish people have their own 
land to protect them, anti-Sem- 
itism is striving relentlessly to 
destroy this protection. The 
anti-Semites are nostalgic for 
the forties. How easy it was 
then in the Ukraine to club 
Jews to death, how easy in 
Lithuania to make them un- 
dress and dig mass graves 
before being shot In them, how 
easy in Poland to make rabbis 
crawl on all fours or burn their 
beards; how easy for the Ger- 
mans to build huge'gas cham- 
bers, for the Austrians to put 
Jews to scrubbing the streets 
of Vienna with toothbrushes; 
how easy it was for Vichy to 
"aryanise" Jewish property and 
deliver to the Germans thous- 
ands of foreign Jews who had 
trustingly come to France

thinking the French would pro- 
tect them. 

Today, now that there is an 
Israel, such things are impos- 
sible, and that is why the 
destruction of the State of 
Israel is and will remain the 
first priority of anti-Semitism. 
Auschwitz was the negation of 
the Jewish people. Israel is the 
negation of Auschwitz. One of 
the chief battlefields on which 
this war is being waged is in 
Europe. 

Jews and non-Jews, you 
have not the right to remain 
indifferent or inactive. We must 
"and we can act. 

One more point— the Arabs 
and their propagandists will 
buy or seduce consciences for 
more or less time, but they will 
not make anybody believe that 
three million Israelis are perpe- 
tually the aggressors against 
one hundred million Arabs.
